ICE  CREAJ4  PRODUCTION 

Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  May  vas  estimated  at 
65;>835^000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  2 percent  more  than 
in  May  1962  and  h percent  larger  than  the  195T~6l  average  for  the  xmonth.  Compared 
with  April,  the  advance  of  9 percent  this  year  was  less  than  both  the  13-percent 
increase  at  this  time  last  year  and  the  5 -year  average  gain  of  id  percent.  May  ice 
cream  production  exceeded  that  of  the  corresponding  month  in  each  year  of  record 
except  19^6,  Temperatures  averaged  below  normal  in  most  of  the  country,  north  and 
east  from  a line  from  southeastern  Georgia  to  south  central  North  Dakota;  also  in 
most  of  Montana  and  portions  of  nei^boring  states,  and  a considerable  strip  of  the  • 
Pacific  Coast  area  of  Oregon  and  California.  Above-average  temperatures  prevailed 
in  the  remainder  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  May  I962, changes  in  ice  cream  production  by  regions  were  mmxed. 
Production  was  8 percent  larger  in  the  North  Atlantic  States,  and  9'  percent  greater 
in  the  Mountain.  Output  was  3 percent  more  in  both  the  Rest  North  Central  Region 
and  the  Pacific.  Decreases  wore  2 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States,  3 percent 
in  the  East  North  Central,  and  5 percent  in  the  South  Central.  Increases  were 
shorn:,  in  each  of  the  three  leading  states  : 6 percent  in  California,  and  8 percent 
both  in  New  York  a?ad  Pennsylvania.  Increases  were  shown  in  all  North  Atlantic 
stages  except  Connecticut.  In  the  North  Central  Regions,  gains  occurred  only  in 
I3-linois,  Miojcesota,  and  Nebraska. 

Compared  with  the  3 -year  average  for  May,  ice  cream  production  was  larger  in 
all  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  was  fractionally^  .smaller.  Output 
'w'as  3 percent  more  in  both  the  East  North  Central  and  the  South  Atlantic  Regions . 
production  \~as  up  2 percent  in  the  South  Central  .States  and  7 percent  in  the  Rest 
Ncruh  Cent:’al.  In  the  he,st,  production  was  8 percent  larger  in  the,  pacific  States 
and  21  percent  greater  in  the  Msuntain.  Output  was  up  11  percent  in  California, 
but  wn.s  do\."n  5 percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  8 percent  in  New  York.  All  other 
important -producing  states  siicwed  gains  except  Ohio,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Rest  -Virginia, 
Georgia,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  and  hachington.

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ICE  MILK  PRODUCTIOH 

Eay  production  of  ice  milk  was  estimated  at  18,175^000  gallons,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  6 percent  smaller  than  in  May  I962,  but  30  perr 
cent  larger  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.  Total  production  the  first  five 
montlis  of  this  year  was  1 percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  I962  and 
39  percent  greater  than  the  5 -year  average. 

Ice  milk  output  advanced  21  percent  from  April  to  May.  This  compares  with  3I 
percent  between  these  months  in  I962  and  26  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-61 
period.  Seasonal  gains  occurred  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  Hay  I962,  production  increased  in  the  North  iltlantic  Region  and 
the  bbst.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  other  regions  of  the  United  States.

SEEREET  PRODUCTION 

Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  during  May  was  placed  at  6,720,000 
gallons  - 2 percent  less  than  in  May  a year  earlier,  but  2 percent  more  than  the 
1957-61  average  for  the  month.  The  seasonal  increase  of  23  percent  from  April  to 
May  compares  with  previous  gains  of  63  percent  at-  this  time  in  I962  and  32  percent 
on  the  average  in  the  1957“6l  period.  Output  declined  only  in  the  Mountain  Region. 
Strong  advances  occurred  in  all  other  regions  of  the  country. 

Slierbet  manufacture  increased  from  May  I962  in  the  East  North  Central  Region, 
and  \JCis  unchanged  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  Mountain.  Output  decreased  in  all 
the  remaining  regions . 

Total  production  in  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  was  16,990^000  gallons . 
'This  ■'.ras  5 percent  above  the  corresponding  period  in  I962  and  9 percent  greater 
than  the  January-May  5 -year  average.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  millifat  in  the  United  States  during  May  was  estimated  at  4,980>000  gallons,  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  anno'unced.  This  was  1 percent  less  than  in  May  I962,  but  I9 
percent  more  than  the  I957-6I  average  for  the  month.  The  January-May  total  was  1 
percent  smaller  than  the  5 -month  total  a year  earlier,  but  22  percent  above  the 
average . 

Mellorine  output  gained  only  Ih  percent  from  April  to  May  this  year,  compared 
with  21  percent  between  these  months  in  I962  and  I8  percent  on  the  average  in  the 
1957-61  period.  Production  increased  seasonally  in  all  Mellorine -producing  states 
ercept  Indiana. 

Compared  with  May  1962,  output  increased  in  Illinois,  South  Carolina,  Arkansas, 
Oklahoma,  Texas,  Arizona  and  Nevada.  Production  was  unchanged  in  Indiana  and' 
AJ-abama.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  other  Mellorine -producing  states.

U.S.  production  of  water  ices  in  May  totaled  A, 440,000  gallons  - 9 percent  less 
than  in  May  I962  and  3 percent  smaller  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.  Out- 
put the  first  five  months  of  this  year,  totaling  11,025,000  gallons,  was  dovni  5 per- 
cent from  the  corresponding  period  in  I962  and  2 percent  from  the  5-yes-r  average. 

Production  advanced  5I  percent  from  April  to  May,  the  same  as  a year  earlier. 
The  average  seasonal  increase  in  the  previous  5 -year  period  was  46  percent. 

Increases  were  shown  in  all  regions  of  the  country.
